"GET S “MAGIC LOGS” - 
IN PANAMA SWAMP 


Explorer Tells of Incredible 
Hardships Endured. 


Chicago.—Field Museum of Natural 
History at Chicago announces’ the 
early exhibition of a “magic log.” In 
thé quest of this rare bit of woud a 
collector risked his life in the steam- 
ing jungles of Bocas de! Tore in west- 
ern Panama. This intrepid adventurer 
is G. Procter Cooper, war veteran 
and forester. The story of the bard- 
ships he has endured in his search, 
such as tramping through miles of 
knee-deep, yellow, slimy mud, shoe- 
less part of the time, and braving the 
perll§ of swamp feévers, to fall ex- 
hausted for a short sleep in the mud, 
unmindful of the attacks of mosqul- 
toes and crawling, creeping things, 
was revealed in a letter from Mr. 
Cooper to Prof. Samuel J. Record, re- 
cently made public at the museum. 


Prizea by Indians. 


The magic wood—"“mugie” to the In- 
dians of Panama, who impute to it 
arvelous curative powers—is ‘ the 
bloodwood cacique (pronounced kah- 
see-key), one of the rarest woods in 
the world, according to Professor 
Record, who is research associate in 
wood technology at Field museum 
and a member of the faculty of the 
Yale University school of forestry. 
It is scarcely more than a name to 
white men who previously have pene- 
trated the region, and, even among 
the Indians who prize and cherish it, 
only.the wisest ‘can recognize it, says 
Professor Record. P 

“Cacique” means chieftuin and rep- 
resents the esteem in which the In- 
dians hold tt. Bloodwood is descrip- 
tive of its glowing. ruby-und-black 
coloration, in some lights suffused 
with a golden sheen. Prior to Mr. 
Cooper’s discovery of two logs on the 
present expedition only one small. 
fragment no bigger than a man’s 
finger, obtained by a timber cruiser 
from 4@ uative aud sent to Professor 
Record at Yale, was known to exist 
“outside Panama, 

Mr, Cooper relutagid: adventures a3 
follows: 

“IT bave returned fiom the moun- 
tains, and that is really more than J 
thought likely at certain stuges of the 
trip. Honestly, 1 never had .such 
tough going fm all my travels tn the 
bush. “fid, mud, yellow sity mud 
to the knees, swamps ito the waist, 
rivers up to the hips, and currents 
ev strong that the mules were car: 
ried any yards below the landings. 
Rock and mud slides, which in one 
case buried some of the packs, and 
rains so hard that the trail was like 
a steam bath. 


' Tough to Cut. 


“Well, the trail had to end eventual- 
ly and we got te camp at midafter- 
noon, 

“When I begun to look for trees my 
axman failed to show up, and I had 
to hew them down with my machete— 
and that was a blistering job. It was 
a good place to collect, und I finally 
located the famous cacique. It was a 
tough one to cut, but I brought out 
two sections of the trunk. 1 used my 
riding mule to pack these out, and : 
had to hike—the last mile in my socks, 
as my shoes began to drop off.” 

Bloodwood cacique comes not from 
a live tree, but from rotting chunks 
and logs in ‘the jungle, Mr, Cooper ex- 
plains. It is the almost imperishable 
heart of a fallen trunk that the ants 
and worms have picked clean of bark 
and sapwood and left to molder half- 
buried in the putrescent litter, he 
writes. There is something uncanny 
about striking one of these seemingly 
decayed sticks and bringing to light 
the deep red, sound and solid wood, 
he says. In the mystic rites of the 
primitive natives a piece of the wood 
placed over a bad wound Is believed 
to stanch the flow of blood ind quick- 
ly Leal the injury. The Indians be- 
Ueve also th: a bit of it behind one’s 
ear will purge the blood of fever. 

For years vague tales of this rare 
wood were heard, but previous ef- 
forts to obtain it or locate fits source 


came to nothing, says Professor 
Record.

Ear tests devel- 
oped by scientists of the Bell tele- 
phone laboratories here make use of 
accurate instruments which, with psy- 
chological. gids, determine a person's 
exact degree of hearing. fulse claims 
of either deafness or exceptional hear- 
lug are of no avail, for the truth cun 
now be easily diseovered. 

A push-button on the instrument 
which measures the tone emitted for 
the test permits the interruption of 
the sound at.any moment. If a pa- 
tient.says he hears a tone and tven 
claims that he still hears it when it 
hus been cut off, it is evident that he 
has been deceiving himself. 

Another device makes it possible to 
switch the sound to. either ear or 
both, A loud tone in either cur 
causes the eye neurer it to blink 


St. Louis—A new method of put- 
ting out fire has been discovered. 

For nearly two thousand years man 
has been fighting his arch» enemy~ 
fire—with two well-worn methods, 

These methods have been, first, ta! 
cool the burning material below its 
“kindling” point, and second, to ex- 
clude oxygen. 

Now the “catalytic method” has 
been perfected—so-called for lack of 
a better descriptive term. Yet the 
two chemists who perfected this third 
method have no satisfactory explana: 
tion of the phenomenon, 

Chemists Explain. 

Rerent!y at the general session of 
the American Chemical society Charles 
Allen Thomas and Carroll A. Hoch- 
walt, consulting chemists of Dayton. 
Ohio, described the alkali meta! com- 
pound that paralyzes fire so effective- 
ly and then threw the “why® of this 
into the laps of the chemists carat 
They also demonstrated the effective- 
ness of this and other compounds: on 
Snsoline fires, which are extremely ' 
difficult to-quench, _ 

“We started work by adding mate- 
rial to water to increase its effective- 
hess on wood fires,” explained Mr. 
Thomas, who read the paper. “We 
accidentally found that sodium potas- 
sium carbonate would even put out a 
gasoline fire. This ted to further work 
which’ in turn brought us to the re- | 
markable discovery of the ‘catalytic 
method’ of extinguishing 4re.,- , 

“Water is.a representative. medium 
for cooling material below its kindling 
point and carbon tetrachloride, foam 
and various other means have -been 
used to blanket: oxygen from: the ‘fire, 
Yet this ‘catalytic method’ neither 
cools’ nor blankets: = burning oil fire. 

Apparatus for Testing. 

“We discovered that @ solution® of 
sodium potassium :carbonate. extin- 
guished. an oll fire....We: thought .we 
knew why this compound ‘put out the 
fire—namely: hecause the, compound 
had given off carbon. dioxide Which 
blanketed the flame, Thus wé thought 
that ammoninm. carbonate wonld work 
even better, since it decomposes much 
easier to carbon dioxide. We. were 
greatly. surprised. when it didnot 
work. Further work showed that this 
phenomenon resided with the potas- 
siim and that any water soluble com- 
pound which contained potassium, 
rubidium or caesium exhibited this re- 
markable result. 

“After deveboping an- apparatus tie 
testing, it became possible to. investt- 
gate the water soluble compounds for 
the presence of the same catalytic 
flame extinguishing. property as is 
possessed by sodium potassium caf 
bonate. With a few minor exceptions, 
every element ‘capable of. forming. a 
water soluble salt was studied. Prac- 
tically all of the salts of the alkalf 
metals exhibited this catalytic fire ex- 
tinguishing effect. 

“A peculiarly interesting point fs 
the fact that aH of the compounds of 
the aikali metals that have oxygen in 
them have a greater extinguishing ef- 
fect than those without oxygen.” 

Mr. Thomas stated that the resuits 
of this discovery are now being uatil- 
ized commercially and that the new 
compound puts out. an artificial fire 
in 9 to 12 seconds, while the shortest 
extinguished fire with standard soda 
acid extinguisher ts from 35 to 45 
seconds.

suvund, much more time is required 
and he quickly becomes confused, 
thus betraying himself.

Apparatus for Cue: of 
Air Sickness Invented 


Berlin.—Air sickness, cousin to sea- 
sickness, need no longer haunt the 
dreams of the airplane © passenger - 
starting from Europe’s fargest air- 
drome, ‘Tempelhof field, Berlin. 

The Tempeltio? ofliciuis have in- 
stalled an apparatus for inhaling aa- 
tiairsickness fumes and are convinced 
that it is a success. They feel conti- 
dent that other airdromes of the 
Lufthansa (German Federal Airways 
corporation) wil emulate the example 
of the Berlin flying field. 

Any passenger who fears that he 
may become airsick, may inhale the 
antidote, which consists in the main 
of oxygen gas and cinnamon. The 
mixture has a quieting effect upon 
the nerves of the diaphragm. 

Air passengers who arrived at Tem- 
pelhof quite ill from air sickness were 
brought back to a normal condition 
within less than five minutes through 
the inhalation of the antidote, It is 
planned in due time to have an in- 
halation apparatus installed on every 
passenger plane with tubes running 
to every seat.
